MORE than 100 professionals 
from across Somerset came to¬ 
gether last week with the aim of 
working together to tackle child 
sexual exploitation (CSE). 

Representatives from the police, health 
organisations, schools and local authori¬ 
ties attended the “practical conference” 
on November 30th, which was organised 
by the Somerset Safeguarding Children 
Board. 

Speakers included the chairman of the 
board, Sally Halls, and representatives 
from children’s social care, the police, 
education and Somerset Partnership NHS 
Trust. 

The delegates also took part in practical 
workshops which included discussing 
CSE cases and highlighting services in 
place in that area to support the young 
people and their families. 

A “pocket practitioner guide” was also 
given to everyone who attended. Devel¬ 
oped by the NHS, this will be adopted by 
all partners to ensure everyone working 
with children and young people are 
aware of the signs of CSE and what tools 
are available to support vulnerable chil¬ 
dren.

Safeguarding Children Board, said: 
“Safeguarding is everyone’s business and 
it is only by working together that we can 
tackle child sexual exploitation and pre¬ 
vent it from happening. 

“This event was a great success and 
brought a large number of school staff to¬ 
gether with other agencies. This was im¬ 
portant because our children and young 
people spend the majority of their time in 
school and with their teachers - so they 
are key in spotting a problem early.” 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Somer¬ 
set County Council’s Cabinet member 
for children and families, said: “It’s 
tempting to think child sexual exploita¬ 
tion doesn’t happen in a rural county like 
Somerset, but sadly it does and 
can affect any child regardless of 
background. 

“We have been working with 
partners to raise public aware¬ 
ness of the issue. Only by work¬ 
ing together can we tackle CSE 
and support our vulnerable chil¬ 
dren.” 


Avon and Somerset Police recently an¬ 
nounced they would be launching an in¬ 
vestigation into alleged historic sexual 
abuse in football. 

The probe follows the recent allegations 
of football coaches committing offences 
against youth team players in other areas 
of the country. 

A force spokesman said: “Following the 
recent extensive media coverage about 
allegations of non-recent sexual abuse in 
football, we’ve received calls from mem¬ 
bers of the public providing us with in¬ 
formation. All information received will 
be thoroughly investigated. 

“We always encourage any victims of 
sexual abuse, no matter how long ago of¬ 
fences were committed, to come forward 
and speak to us.”

FUNDING to provide increased support for preg¬ 
nant women and new mums suffering mental ill¬ 
ness has been welcomed by health bosses across 
Devon. 

NHS Northern, Eastern and Western Devon 
(NHS NEW Devon) is among 20 areas in the UK 
to receive a share of £40million to fund new spe¬ 
cialist community mental health services for 
mums in the immediate run up to and after birth, 
and help reach 30,000 more women a year by 2021 

A further £20m will be allocated next year. 

Simon Stevens, chief executive of NHS England, 
announced the funding at a national Mind con¬ 
ference last week and said it will see new or big¬ 
ger teams in those areas providing specialist care 
for all new and expectant mums with severe men¬ 
tal ill health like severe post-natal depression. 

It will fund new perinatal consultants, special¬ 
ist nurses, occupational therapists, psychologists 
and nursery nurses as well as community peer 
support for mums, babies and families. 

David McAuley, interim head of commissioning 
for NHS NEW Devon CCG, said: “The develop¬ 


ment of these services will make a real difference 
to new and expectant mothers with mental health 
issues and their families and will ensure that 
those who need speedy access to treatment and 
support are able to access it in a timely manner. 

“The new services will provide specialist, evi¬ 
dence-based treatment for a wide range of condi¬ 
tions, and will help mothers and families recover 
from mental ill health whilst supporting them to 
become more effective parents. 

“The success of this bid is due in part to suc¬ 
cessful collaboration between providers and com¬ 
missioners spanning organisational and 
geographical boundaries.” 

Dr Jo Black, of Devon Partnership NHS Trust, 
which provides mental health and learning dis¬ 
ability services across Devon and Torbay, added: 
“NHS England has recently announced that it 
will also fund a specialist mother and baby unit 
in the south west, for women with mental health 
needs, and we are doing everything possible to 
ensure that this this much-needed new facility is 
located in Devon.”

New ambulance training unit 


DORSET and Somerset Air Ambulance has 
opened a clinical training facility at its Hen- 
stridge base.

Funding for the project was provided last year 
by Association of Air Ambulances Charity 
(AAAC) after £5 million was allocated from the 
Banking Fines Fund (LIBOR) by the then Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer, George Osborne, in sup¬ 
port of UK’s air ambulances. 

Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance received 
a slice of that money and CEO Bill Sivewright 
said: “We owe a tremendous debt of gratitude to 
so many people.

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Hospital beds body ‘spends £41k 
a month on leadership review’

THE NHS body responsible for clos¬ 
ing community hospital beds in East 
Devon is spending £41,400 a month 
on ‘developing leadership capabili¬ 
ties,” it has been alleged this week. 

A letter has been sent to the NHS 
Northern Eastern and Western Devon 
Clinical Commissioning Group by the 
East Devon Group of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England. 

The letter, dated December 1st, to Mrs 
Angela Pedder, the Lead Chief Executive 
of the CCG’s Success Regime, asked her 
to confirm that the CCG had instructed 
Carnall Farrar Ltd to undertake the 
work. 

The letter, signed by the chairman and 
vice-chairman of the East Devon Group 
CPRE, Dr Margaret Hall, and Mr T.J.W. 
Hale, also questioned the impartiality of 
Dame Ruth Carnall, who is chairman of 


the Success 
Regime but also 
a director and 
shareholder of 
Carnall Farrar 
Ltd. 

“This would ap¬ 
pear to be a clear 
conflict of inter¬ 
est, affecting all 
parties, which 
alone could be 
sufficient to jus¬ 
tify a judicial re¬ 
view of the 
outcome of this 
consultation,” 
said the letter. 

The letter goes 
on to say that to 
overcome this difficulty it would be ap¬ 
propriate for Dame Ruth to resign as 
chairman and for Carnall Farrar Ltd’s 
contract to be terminated 

The Success Regime was set up as one 
of three areas in the UK where there were 


deep rooted finan¬ 
cial problems in 
delivering health 
services. 

It was intro¬ 
duced in Devon 
following a fore¬ 
cast of a £40 mil¬ 
lion deficit for 

2014- 15 increasng 
to £87 million in 

2015- 16 (see 

below). 

The letter from 
the East Devon- 
Group CPRE was 
also sent to East 
Devon MPs Neil 
Parish and Sir 
Hugo Swire. 

Mr Parish commented: “It is vital the 
CCG gets the best value possible when 
spending taxpayers’ money.” 

“At a time when the CCG are consulting 
on closing community hospital beds 
across East Devon, they should be spend¬ 


ing as little as possible on consultancy 
fees and ploughing as much money as 
possible into frontline care.” 

Sir Hugo declined to comment until he 
had the opportunity to study the letter. 

We have sought a response from the 
CCG but they failed to meet our deadline. 
We asked them to confirm the following: 

♦ That the monthly 
consultancy fee is £41,400? 

♦ How long has that 
monthly fee been paid? 

♦ How long will the 
monthly fee be paid? 

♦ Is there a conflict of interest with 
Dame Ruth Carnall chairing the Devon 
SuccessRegime when she is a share¬ 
holder and director of Carnall Farrar 
Ltd, the company which was awarded 
the contract? 

We will be pleased to print the CCG’s re¬ 
sponses to these questions in our next 
issue and on our website as soon as they 
are received.

the challenges fac¬ 
ing health and care 
nationally and how 


radical change is 
needed to sustain 
services and im¬ 
prove care for pa¬ 
tients. 

The Success 
Regime focuses on 
certain areas in the 
country where there 
are deep-rooted, 
systemic pressures, 
such as financial 
deficits or issues of 
service quality. 

Devon was one of 


these areas and the 
description of the 
work undertaken 
(reproduced here) 
was taken from the 
Carnall Farrar Ltd 
website.

of system leaders. 

♦ Conducted a 
capability and 
capacity review 
with seven organi¬ 
sations across the 
system. 

♦ Moved from a 
long list of service 
model options to a 
short list. 

The outcomes 

♦ Following both 
phases of work 
Devon was left with 
a shared under¬ 
standing of the prob¬ 
lem, shared ways of 
working, clinical 


models and a vision 
for the options 
which do not 
require consultation 
and a shortlist of 
options for services 
which do require 
consultation. 

♦ Carnall Farrar se¬ 
cured the next 
phase of work in 
Devon, and will be 
supporting the sys¬ 
tem until 2017.

Changes to Christmas waste collections 


RESIDENTS have been advised that rubbish 
collections will take place a day later than nor¬ 
mal over the Christmas and New Year period. 

The Somerset Waste Partnership has issued 
its usual advice about changes to its collection 
services to cater for the Christmas holiday. 

Collections will continue as normal from 
Monday, December 19th to Friday, December 
23rd, but there will be changes from Monday, 
December 26th to Friday, January 6th. 

All collections usually made from Monday, 
December 26th to Friday, December 30th will 
be one day later - including Monday pickups 
on Bank Holiday, Tuesday, December 27th and 
the Friday pickups on Saturday, December 
31st. 

All collections usually made from Monday, 
January 2nd to Friday, January 6th will be one 
day later - including Friday pickups on Satur¬ 
day, January 7th. Usual collections will resume 


on Monday, January 9th. 

The revised collection days over the festive 
period will also apply to assisted and clinical 
waste collections. Garden waste collections 
will not take place from Monday, December 
26th to Friday, January 6th and will resume 
from Monday, January 9th. 

However, decoration-free natural Christmas 
trees under six-feet can be composted. Resi¬ 
dents can take them to their local recycling 
site or, if they pay for garden waste collections, 
put them out on the usual garden waste col¬ 
lection day from January 9th. 

Recycling centres will be closed on Christ¬ 
mas Day, Boxing Day and New Year’s Day, but 
will be open on all other days on their usual 
schedule.

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Tributes paid to popular local photographer 


THE Mayors of Chard and 
Ilminster have led the tributes 
in memory of legendary local 
photographer Dave Wheadon. 

It was announced last week that Mr 
Wheadon, who worked for more 
than 60 years as a photographer and 
TV film cameraman, had died at the 
age of 84 following a bravely fought 
battle against dementia. 

The Mayor of Chard, Councillor 
Dave Bulmer, said: “This is very sad 
news. Many people will remember 
Dave for his photography shop in 
Holyrood Street in Chard and, more 
importantly, his many years of taking 
photographs for the local paper. 

“Dave was very popular in the 
town and was regarded as a true gen¬ 
tleman. 

“With his work as a photographer 
he has created many memories of 
events in the town that will be added 
to the history of our town. 

“As Mayor I and many other peo¬ 
ple of Chard would like to show our 
appreciation for everything he has 
done. 

“May Dave now rest in peace.” 

The Mayor of Ilminster, Councillor 
Val Keitch, added: “Dave Wheadon 
took many iconic pictures over many 
years. 

“He seemed a fixture at many 
events and my thoughts are with his 
family at this sad time.” 

Mr Wheadon’s career as a photog¬ 
rapher spanned more than six 


decades and he covered many events 
for local newspaper publications, in¬ 
cluding Pulman’s Weekly News, 
while he also worked as a freelance 
TV cameraman. 

Mr Wheadon was born in Corfe, 
near Taunton, and moved to Wade- 
ford near Chard in 1939, just before 
the outbreak of the Second World 
War. 

He attended the now closed Corfe 
Primary School, Combe St Nicholas 
Primary School and later Ilminster 
Grammar School. 

He has always been a freelance 
photographer and has supplied thou¬ 
sands of news photographs to the 
local press. 

A former colleague Rob Drayton, 
now a member of Ilminster Town 
Council, said: “The incredible thing 
about Dave is that he had started to 
take photos for local papers even be¬ 
fore he left Ilminster Grammar 
School. 

“That was more than 60 years of 
dedication to a profession he dedi¬ 
cated his life to. I worked with him 
from 1968 until he retired. He will be 
remembered by thousands in the area 
- generation after generation getting 
their wedding photos, baby portraits 
and social occasions into print. 

“But most of all his local newspa¬ 
per pictures of every conceivable 
event public and private - his library 
was immense. 

“Dave’s dedication to his work was 


only matched by his dedication to his 
wife Clo - his right-hand woman on 
everything he did - and his family. 

“Dave was a true professional and 
a formidable colleague of great pro¬ 
fessional standing who will be 
missed by many around the area.” 

It was an advertisement in the situ¬ 
ations vacant column of the local 
newspaper in 1957 which was re¬ 
sponsible for bringing Mr Wheadon 
together with Clodagh Everett, of 
Tatworth, who would eventually go 
on to become Mrs Wheadon and his 


wife for nearly 60 years. 

Clo answered the advert for a pho¬ 
tographer’s assistant placed by D.J. 
Wheadon, who had a studio in the 
George Hotel Yard. 

Romance followed and they mar¬ 
ried at St John’s Church in Tatworth 
in 1958 with the reception in the 
local Memorial Hall. 

They bought a former boot and 
shoe shop in Holyrood Street, Chard, 
where, after a brief honeymoon in 
London, they ran a photographic 
business until 1998 when the time

Wheadon fighting spirit - although he had to take 
things a lot more steady in his later years. 
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Bargain Hunt conies to Chard Museum 



CHARD Museum were thrilled to be in¬ 
vited to appear on BBC show Bargain 
Hunt recently, and have an opportunity 
to showcase the town's pioneering en¬ 
gineer, James Gillingham. 

Gillingham was a boot maker by trade, 
and ran the Golden Boot in Chard, whilst 
living in Prospect House on Combe 
Street. 

In 1863, the year of the future King Ed¬ 
ward VII's marriage, local man Will Sin¬ 
gleton was disabled whilst priming a 
cannon, resulting in the complete am¬ 
putation of his right arm. 

Due to the amputation being at his 
shoulder, the technology was not avail¬ 
able to fit a prosthetic limb - thus seri¬ 
ously hampering his future life chances. 

By calling into the Golden Boot, he met 
Mr Gillingham who offered to make a 
limb for no cost. 

Mr Gillingham used new technology, 
and crucially leather - which he 
moulded ahead of fitting to the ampu¬ 
tated limb. 

The leather meant that the limb was 
not only much lighter than the wooden 
ones available, it was more durable and 
a lot stronger. 

Once Mr Singleton had been fitted, he 
was able to lift weights up to 7001bs, pick 
up a spade and wheel a barrow - all of 
which meant he could return to his oc¬ 
cupation of a groundskeeper. 

Mr Gillingham's first patient was a 
complete success, and after appearing 
in the medical magazine The Lancet and 
meeting the Queen's surgeon - Mr 
Gillingham's reputation soon became 
well established. 

District Councillor Amanda Broom, 
who represented the museum on Bar¬ 


gain Hunt, said: “Most people in Chard 
know the story of James Gillingham, the 
Victorian engineer and entrepreneur, 
and this is something we are proud to 
have in our town's history. 

“The important point we wanted to get 
across in the show was how compas¬ 
sionate James was - he would not turn 
anyone away, and treated each case as 
an individual to meet their needs. 

“He worked tirelessly to not only fit 
limbs, but to make attachments for the 
limbs which would enable the patient to 
carry out life with little difficulty, after 
facing many awful injuries." 

After dying in 1924, James' son and 
grandson continued the business into 
the 1950s before handing it outside of 
the family, before it finally closed in the 
1960s. After the two world wars, many 
disabled ex-servicemen received pros¬ 


thetic limbs which had been made in 
Chard. 

Chard Museum has 12 bespoke limbs, 
numerous attachments, equipment 
used by Mr Gillingham and many pho¬ 
tographs of the patients - every patient 
at the Golden Boot had their photograph 
taken. 

Although Chard Museum is now closed 
for the winter, groups who pre-book are 
able to enjoy the museum experience - 
private tours, topical discussions and re¬ 
freshments.

Cllr Broom added: “It would be partic¬ 
ularly good to see local schools run pro¬ 
jects on James Gillingham to coincide 
with the Bargain Hunt show broadcast 
in the spring."

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Big turnout for Wadham 
Sixth Form’s open evening 


PROSPECTIVE students attended an open 
evening at Wadham School's sixth form last 
week. 

The school's catchment area includes Yeovil, 
Ilminster and the surrounding villages, so many 
youngsters from outside Crewkerne came to see 
what the school can offer post-GCSEs. 

Headteacher David Derbyshire emphasised the 
need to make an informed decision and to con¬ 
sider a range of factors in making the right 
choice, saying: “The students tell us that the sixth 
form is very different from mainstream school; 
that sixth formers are treated more like adults 
and given greater responsibility. 

“They manage their own space, the sixth form 
common room. The teaching style and the overall 
atmosphere are different, whilst small classes 
provide for a higher level of interaction with and 
support from teachers." 

Next step planning is a priority at Wadham, 
with the opportunity to visit universities, the 
UCAS exhibition and engage with local employ¬ 
ers offering higher level apprenticeships. 


Wadham Sixth Formers also take part in a wide 
range of extracurricular activities, examples in¬ 
cluding a biannual trip to New York, Come Dine 
with Me and sporting events to name a few. 

A school spokesperson said: “Travel time to 
school is a significant consideration and every 
year there are students that initially choose to 
study further afield and then return to Wadham 
when they discover how much of their day is 
taken up with the long commute." 

Mr Derbyshire rounded off his presentation by 
talking about outcomes for student leavers: 98 
per cent of students gained A-level passes, with 
46 per cent attaining an A*to C grade. 

Some students left to go straight into employ¬ 
ment or started apprenticeships and a few took 
a gap year. 

It was also pointed out that 99 per cent of Wad¬ 
ham university applicants gained entry to their 
first choice university. 

Following Mr Derbyshire's presentation, atten¬ 
dees had the opportunity to speak with staff and 
current Sixth Formers to get their perspective.

SOMERSET Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG), the GP led 
organisation responsible for 
the planning and funding of 
Somerset’s health services, is 
recommending that the 
county's GPs no longer pre¬ 
scribe gluten-free foods to 
people living with coeliac dis¬ 
ease. 

Coeliac disease is caused by a 
reaction of the small intestine 
to gluten. Gluten is part of cer¬ 
tain foods - mainly foods made 
from wheat, barley and rye. 

Approximately 1,000 people 
in Somerset are currently pre¬ 
scribed gluten free foods at a 
cost of over £350,000 each 
year. 

Somerset CCG is proposing 
that from December 1st 2016 
people living with the disease 
no longer receive such foods 
on prescription. 

There are three key reasons 
why Somerset CCG is propos¬ 
ing to stop prescribing; 

1. People with coeliac disease 
can follow a gluten-free diet 
without needing to have 
specially prescribed 
gluten-free foods; 

2. Gluten-free foods are 
now widely available in 
supermarkets, restaurants 
and shops (all major 
supermarkets also offer 
home delivery of food); 

3. The NHS has a limited 
budget and has a duty to 
secure best value (the 
continued prescribing of 
gluten-free foods is not 
considered good value for 
money). 

Dr Ed Ford, a Minehead GP 
and interim chairman of Som¬ 
erset CCG, explained: “Follow¬ 
ing a gluten-free diet can be 
achieved without resorting to 
specially formulated foods on 
prescription and the continued 
prescribing of gluten-free 


products is not good consid¬ 
ered good use of scarce NFIS 
resources. 

“Many more gluten-free 
products can now be found on 
the shelves of supermarkets, 
including staples like bread, 
flour and pasta.” 

Dr Ford added: “We will con¬ 
tinue to support, advise and 
monitor patients diagnosed 
with coeliac disease through 
GP practices, community dieti¬ 
cians and hospital gastroen¬ 
terology departments and this 
includes an annual review of 
anyone diagnosed with coeliac 
disease. 

“Local GPs and health profes¬ 
sionals have been advised that 
the proposal is to make the for¬ 
mulary change to gluten free

At this time of year we often find ourselves 
dealing with common festive emergencies. 
Please be careful during this time to ensure your 
Christmas goes without a trip to the vets. 

Christmas pudding and cake quite often contain 
a high quantity of raisins, currants and sultanas 
which can be highly toxic to dogs. While some 
individual dogs may show no obvious clinical 
signs after ingestion it can take as little as 8 
raisins to cause severe renal failure. 

It may also go without saying, but alcohol and 
pets don’t mix. Alcohol toxicity can cause a dan¬ 


gerous drop is your pets blood sugar levels, 
blood pressure and body temperature. Seasonally 
also watch out for antifreeze even small spills 
and empty bottles and cause lethal poisoning, es¬ 
pecially in cats who are attracted to its sweet 
taste. Within 30 minutes animals can be vomiting 
and cause irreversible damage to kidneys usually 
resulting in euthanasia.

The festive season is now upon us and with it comes work nights out and an 
opportunity to catch up with friends and family. But for all too many, it's 
tempting to ruin the celebrations by driving home after a couple of drinks. 


I N THE last 50 years road casualties caused 
by drink driving have fallen dramatically, 
but in 2014, there were still 240 deaths due 
to drink driving - accounting for 14% of all 
road fatalities. By drinking and driving, you 
risk your life, those of your passengers and 
others on the road. 

Any amount of alcohol affects your ability 
to drive. 

THE LAW 

There are strict alcohol limits for UK drivers: 
In England, Wales and Northern Ireland, the 
legal alcohol limit for drivers is: 

• 35 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 
• 80 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 107 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine 

In Scotland (from 5 December 2014) the legal 
alcohol limit for drivers is lower at: 

• 22 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 
• 50 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 67 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine. 

However it is not possible to say how much 
alcohol you can drink and stay below the 
limit. The way alcohol affects you depends 
on: 

• your weight, age, sex and metabolism 
(the rate your body uses energy) 

• the type and amount of alcohol 
you're drinking 
• what you've eaten recently 
• your stress levels at the time 

So if you're driving, it's better to have none for 
the road.

DRINK DRIVING 

Don't drink and drive, the only safe limit 
is none. 

You can still be over the limit the morning 
after. 

Drink and drug driving does cost lives. 
Get caught drink driving and you will be 
treated like any other criminal. 

A drink driving conviction will stay on 
your licence for 11 years. 

Program a phone number for a licensed 
taxi company into your mobile phone 
before you go out. 

If you are caught drink driving you will be 
required to attend court where you 
could face a fine, be banned from 
driving or imprisoned. 


THECONSEQUENCES 

There are strict penalties - if you are convicted 
of drink driving, including: 

• A minimum 12 month driving ban 

• A criminal record 

• A hefty fine 

• An endorsement on your license 
for 11 years 

However, this list does not reflect the every¬ 
day consequences of being caught drink 
driving which can include: 

• Increase in car insurance costs 

• Job loss 

• Trouble getting in to countries 
like the USA 

• The shame of having a criminal record 

• Loss of independence 

The Institute of Advanced Motorists calcu¬ 
late that a drink drive conviction could cost 
between £20,000 - £50,000 as a result of fines, 
solicitors fees, increase in car insurance and 
loss of job.

THINK! Advice 

Beware the morning after 

You could be over the legal limit many 
hours after your last drink, even if it’s the 
’morning after’. Sleep, coffee and cold show¬ 
ers don’t help to sober you up - time is the 
only way to get alcohol out of your system. 

There is no excuse for drink driving 

"I can handle my drink." 

Alcohol affects everybody's driving for the 
worse. It creates a feeling of overconfidence, 
makes judging distance and speed more 
difficult and slows your reactions so it takes 
longer to stop 

"I'm only going down the road." 

A large proportion of all drink drive 
crashes occur within three miles of the start 
of the journey. 

If you're planning to drink alcohol, 
plan how to get home without 
driving 

Options include agreeing on a designated 
driver, saving a taxi number to your phone, 
or finding out about public transport routes 
and times before you go out.

Brake before the bend, not on it 

59% of all fatalities occur on country roads. 
These roads often have sharp bends and 
blind bends which can hide unexpected 
hazards. Stay in control and give yourself time 
to react because you never know what's 
around the corner.

CYCLING 


The numbers of people choosing to cycle for 
fun, fitness or to get to work has increased by 
more than a quarter in twenty years and an 
incredible 3.2 billion miles are cycled on our 
roads every year. 

Riding a bike is safe - since 2010 the 
number of cyclist killed on our roads has 
fallen to its lowest level on record. However, 
3,337 cyclist were killed or seriously injured 
on our roads in 2015 which is why THINK! has 
launched its latest cycling campaign. 

The aim of the campaign is to raise cyclists' 
awareness of the dangers of lorries turning 
left -the area where a third of collisions 
between cyclists and lorries happen. In the 
last 5 years, 104 cyclists have been killed in 
accidents involving an HGV (heavy goods 
vehicle). This accounts for nearly 20% of all 
cycling fatalities. 

We want to remind cyclists to'hang back'at 
junctions to avoid getting caught between a 
lorry and left hand turn. 

THINK! has also teamed up with the Freight 
Transport Association to remind HGV drivers 
to look out for cyclists. 


HORSES 

Pass horses wide and slow 

Horses are large powerful animals but they 
can easily panic and bolt if startled. The con¬ 
sequences to drivers, their car, the horse and 
its rider can be horrendous. By following 
some basic advice, drivers and riders can help 
avoid accidents involving horses on the road. 

THE FACTS: 

• 11 horse riders were killed and 116 
seriously injured in collisions with motor 
vehicles, in the five years to 2015 

• Horses can weigh more than half a tonne 
- they are easily scared by noise and may 
panic around fast-moving vehicles 


THINK! Advice 

ADVICE FOR MOTORISTS: 

%/ Slow down and be ready to stop if 
necessary 

l/ Look out for riders' signals to slow 
down or stop 

l/ Watch out for sudden movements, 
horses can be easily frightened and 
unpredictable 

l/ Don't sound your horn or rev your 
engine 

l/ Pass wide and slow when overtaking; 
giving the horse plenty of room. Don't ac¬ 
celerate rapidly once you have passed 
them 

•/ On roundabouts, horse riders will keep 
to the left within the roundabout until 
reaching their exit, when they will signal 
left. They will normally signal right only 
when approaching exits they don't intend 
to use 
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ADVICE FOR HORSE RIDERS: 

l/ Always display fluorescent/reflective 
clothing on both horse and rider 
whatever the weather or light conditions 

%/ If at all avoidable, don't ride in failing 
light, fog or darkness. Avoid icy or snowy 
roads 

•/ If riding a horse that is not used to 
roads, ask a rider with a horse who is 
experienced and calm to accompany you 

l/ Never take a mounted group of more 
than eight horses on the road 
l/ If riding two abreast, move into single 
file as soon as it is safe for the motorist to 
overtake. Don't ride more than two 
abreast on the road 

•/ Always cross major crossings in a 
group, rather than trickling across one by 
one 

•/ Leave details of your intended route 
and estimated time of return with a 
responsible person

Folk’s odd couple 
serve-up a feast of fun 


BELSHAZZAR’S Feast start with traditional En¬ 
glish music, add a touch of classical and jazz, 
throw in a bit of pop and music hall, and top it off 
wry humour for a unique live experience that has 
made them one of the most popular duos in folk 
music.

The baby boomers are finally making way for the 
millenials - Generation X to Generation Y. The digital 
generation is becoming the increasingly dominant 
force in the property market.

But this new group 
does not think or act like the old one.
